to the Beltway and the B-W 
Parkway, thus adding even more 
traffic.

When asked why the mark¬ 
ings seem to prohibit motorists 
who are turning right onto 
Southway from Greenbelt Road 
from changing lanes (to the 
left) until just before the Park¬ 
way on-ramp, Issayans said that 
the very few of the vehicles 
coming from Greenbelt Road are 
continuing onto Southway, He 
said most of these vehicles turn 
onto the Parkway and that the 
line markings direct them into 
the proper lane. 

CFG Looks at Metro 

Citizens for Greenbelt will hold 
its annual membership meeting 
on Thursday. October 29 at 7:30 
p.m. in the Springhill Lake 
Community Room. The commun¬ 
ity room is located over the 
pharmacy.

Gerald Gough, Metro's Gov¬ 
ernment Relations Director and 
Paul Manoukin, Metro Engineer 
will discuss Metro's plans for 
Greenbelt and Metro’s effect on 
the Greenbelt community, roads 
and lifestyles.

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The developer's revised plan 
calls for 60.000 square feet less 
of commercial office space by eli¬ 
minating a mid-rise office build¬ 
ing and instead building more 
town-house-style commercial of¬ 
fice buildings.

To accomplish this plan the 
developer, the Mark Vogel Com¬ 
pany, must get the property re¬ 
zoned from the current rural 
residential to single - family 
housing and commercial office. 

APB rev tewed and discussed 
this latest plan at its meetings 
on October 7 and 14, but ex¬ 
pressed the same concerns as 
they had earlier (see News Re¬ 
view of Oct. 15). 

As Chairman Don Volk said, 
earlier concexns still apply to the

Council Sets First Bond 
Issue at Five Million

During its first post-election regular meeting Oct. 5, 
the city council voted to fund those bond issue projects now 
underway by using five of the six million dollars approved 
by voters in the 1985 bond issue referendum. 


In his agenda notes, city man¬ 
ager James K, Giese stated that 
5 Mj million dollars would have 
to be spent for the two pool 
projects and the police station 
over the next two years. He 
recommended this amount for 
the November 5 bond sale in¬ 

stead of the scheduled 4 million 
to allow more time for the de¬ 
cision-making process on raising 
the overall bond issue limit of 

six million dollars. Without an 

initial issuance of close to five 
million dollars, Giese stated the 
city would likely have to issue 
additional bonds next year. In 

a 4 to 1 vote, council concurred 
with the recommendation claim¬ 
ing it ’would give the city more 
flexibility in funding all of the 
projects. 

The bond issue limit approved 
by the citizens of six million 
dollars is not enough to fund the 
specific appropriations for which 
the amount was intended—two 
minion for bricks and mortar— 
police station and improvements 
to other public buildings—, 
two million for swimming pools, 
and two million for parkland ac- 

Market Crisis May Affect 
Latest City Bond Issue

The turmoil in the stock mar¬ 
ket may affect the city bond 
issue, according to City Manager 
James K. Giese. At the October 
19 regular council meeting, Giese 
reported that he. Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld and City Director of 
Finance and Administrative Ser¬ 
vices Casimir Prybyl visited the 
two major bond rating houses, 
Standard & Poor’s and Moody's. 
He said that the city will not 
know its rating for some time. 

However, Giese said he was 
told that the sharp drop in the 
stock market has pushed the 
bond market up. Depending upon 
future movements in the stock 
market, Giese said the city may 
have to retmnk the bond issue. 
The bonds have already been 
advertised, but the city retains 
several options. One, the rejec¬ 
tion of all bids, is not recom¬ 
mended by the city's financial 
consultant, Giese said. He said 
that the city could choose to 
sell variable rate bonds through 
negotiation, sell a lower amount 
of bonds or delay the borrowing. 
Giese said the city staff will be 
carefully watching the situation. 

City Accountant David Fred- 
enburgh told the News Review 
that the city had sought to sell 
$5 million dollars worth of the 
bonds in the bidding procedure. 
He said that this is the legal 
limit of what the city can sell 
:his year. Fredenburgh also said 
that the city intends-to sell bonds 
for the remaining money auth¬ 
orized during the next calendar 
year. 


quisition and development. On 
June 29. the council addressed 
the threat of the current cost 
overruns on the development 
portion of the bond issue. After 
that meeting, council leaned to¬ 
ward funding the completed cost 
of the pool projects and the po¬ 
lice station (then estimated at 
5.C5 million dollars) through the 
bond issue and to finance the 
shortfall for parks through a 
five cent levy on the t^x rate 
over the next ten years. The 
larger cost overruns now pro¬ 
jected increase the amount of 
the shortfall, and although 
council members voting in favor 
of the larger bond issuance re¬ 
affirmed their commitment to a 
full two million dollars for 
parks, their decision appeared to 
have clouded the funding issue 
once again, 

Tom White opposed the de¬ 
cision vehemently. Despite coun¬ 
cil's attempts to assure him that 
the decision was not synony¬ 
mous with funding the two 
swimming facilities and police 
building first and figuring out 
the funding for unscheduled 
parkland projects later, he was 
not convinced. 

He said increasing the bond 
issue would put the burden for 
additional funds solely on park 
projects. By taking the burden 
for funding away from the two 
pool projects. White said “park¬ 
land acquisition is the one that 
is going to have to go begging." 

Street Improvements 

The council approved staff’s 
recommendation to submit two 
project proposals to the county 
for funding next year under the 
Community Development Block 
Grant Program. One proposal is 
for street and walkway improve¬ 
ments to Centerway and Park¬ 
way. The city's funding request 
for these improvements, which 
were partially funded two years 
ago under the CDBG program, 
is $75,000. The city is also seek¬ 
ing $125,000 for the reconstruc¬ 
tion of Edmonsfon Road from 
the entrance to Greenbelt Middle 
School to Edmonston Court. 

The council also approved the 
location for a new outdoor wad¬ 
ing pool which will replace the 
existing one once construction 
of the indoor poo! is underway. 
The new outdoor wading pool 
will be located in the vicinity of 
the current concession stand 
which will then have to be elimi¬ 
nated, A new concession facility 
wdll be built at the indoor pool. 

Also at the meeting, the city 
manager reported staff research 
findings on an alternative pen¬ 
sion system for the city's police 
department. Currently, police of¬ 
ficers are under the same 30- 
year state pension system as 
other city employees, but the 
feasibility of a separate 20-year

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Ten Percent City Surveys 

To the Editor: 

Having studied and worked 
with statistics for many years, I 
am very much in agreement with 
Harvey Geller’s letter on “Flaw¬ 
ed City SurveyV’ (News Review, 
Oct. 15). I would like to add 
the following considerations: 

Harvey outlines the design of 
a scientifically reliable question¬ 
naire, reflecting the attitudes of 
all persons living in Greenbelt. 
But is that what the city really 
wants? Here we have this con¬ 
cept of “the city.” What is it? 
One definition could be: all per¬ 
sons 18 years and older residing 
in Greenbelt. Another definition 
could be: those persons who have 
either been elected or hired to 
make the decisions regarding the 
city — that is, city council and 
city staff. 

It seems to me that Harvey 
Geller works with the first defin¬ 
ition. In my view, however, it is 
the second definition which is of 
practical importance. Council is 
elected by about 10 % of the citi¬ 
zens. Does it not seem logical 
that the views of these 10 c /c are 
the most valuable for the deci¬ 
sion makers? 

What to do about this? The 
obvious answer is to try to in¬ 
crease the number of voting res¬ 
idents. That requires an explan¬ 
ation of why about 90 9r of the 
potential voters are inactive. 
Could it be that quite a few ob¬ 
serve that a relative small “in” 
group makes the decisions any¬ 
way so that the effort required 
to become registered, study the 
issues and vote is a waste of 
their energy? I do not know the 
answers. How about designing 
a quality questionnaire to get a 
better insight into the views of 
these non-voters? 

I fully agree with Harvey Gel¬ 
ler that the wording of the ques¬ 
tions influences the answers re¬ 
ceived — as an example, the last 
question in the 1987 city Ques¬ 
tionnaire, titled “what’s your 
beef?” The voters were asked to 
complete the sentence, “I feel 
that the City of Greenbelt could 
do the following to improve city 
services: . . Does not that 
sound like Santa Claus? Does 
that not give one the impression 
that all one has to do is to write 
one's wishes down, and “the city” 
will take care of it? Naturally, 
the reality is that whatever the 
cit does costs real money, tax¬ 
payers money. Too bad that a 
free lunch still does not exist not 
even in Greenbelt.

Northshore Townhomes Is 
The City's Newest Housing

Michael T. Rose Associates, Inc. hosted the grand open¬ 
ing celebration of one of Greenbelt’s newest subdivisions, 
Northshore Townhomes at Greenbrook, on September 18. 
Under a red and white tent that stretched across the rear of 
three homes, about 150 guests, including state, county and 
city officials enjoyed a buffet supper and toured three model 
townhomes — the Jersey, the Atlantic and the Bethany. 

When completed, Northshore 
will comprise 33 homes featuring 
"Georgetown Estate styling” ex¬ 
teriors on AS acres. Twenty-seven 
units have neen sold with several 
already occupied. The develop¬ 
ment is located on Greenbrook 
Drive, east of Hanover Parkway, 
across from the Hanover Office 
Park. 

The evening’s highlight was the 
presentation by developer/ build¬ 
er Michael T. Rose of two mal¬ 
lard ducks to Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld who accepted the webbed¬ 
footed birds on behalf of the city. 

The ducks will become the first 
residents of Schrom Lake after 
the Washington Suburban Sani¬ 
tary Commission completes the 
storm water management facility. 

WS'SC still requires a right-of- 
way from nearby Greenway Vil¬ 
lage Apartments for the lake’s 
outfall. In the meantime, the 
ducks will be housed on a farm. 

The five-acre lake, part of the 
43 acre Schrom Park, is located 
south of the Northshore town- 
houses. Rose is also building 24 
single-family homes—-Liberty at 
Greenbrook—east of Schrom Lake 
Park on 6.8 acres of Rose’s 74 
acre Qreenbrook tract which was 
annexed by the city in 1985. The 
Porten-Sullivan Corporation is 
constructing 85 single - family 
homes on 32 acres and 187 town- 
houses on 24 acres. The 162,000- 
square-foot condominium Hanover 
Office Park is situated on 9.5 
acres. 

Greenbrook Associates is also 
requesting multi-family, medium 
density residential - condominium 
zoning (R-18-C) for 16 acres of 
land located on the southwestern 
side of proposed Hanover Park¬ 
way extended. The property, 
south of the Hunting Ridge con¬ 
dominium and Greenway Village 
rental apartments, is within the 
city limits and is presently 
zoned rural residential, a single¬ 
family use which permits up to 
2.17 units an acre. Rose plans to 
build 360 units in four-story con¬ 
dominium apartments. The Zon¬ 
ing Hearing Examiner is tenta¬ 
tively scheduled to consider the 
application on January 6, 1988. In 
the meantime, the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board will review the 
application and will make its 
recommendations to the city 
council.

Is dental care available for 
homebound patients? 

Thanks to modern technol¬ 
ogy, dental care is now avail¬ 
able for nursing home resi¬ 
dents or other confined people. 
Mobile, self-contained equip¬ 
ment has been designed which 
is light weight and easily set 
up. In most cases only an el¬ 
ectrical outlet is required. 
Portable dental chairs are al¬ 
so available, but standard 
household chairs or wheel¬ 
chairs can be modified with 
special attachments. 

Completely equipped mobile 
dental vans are also used to 
treat patients at nursing 
homes, senior centers and at 
home wnen possible. Use of 
the van rather than com¬ 
pletely self-contained, port¬ 
able equipment allows much 
more involved treatment to be 
delivered to a greater amount 
of patients.

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COUNTY ORDINANCE PROPOSES 
“ART FOR DENSITY” TRADEOFF 


by Elaine Skolnik 

The Prince Georges County Council will hold a public 
hearing next Tuesday, October 27 on two ordinances dealing 
with works of art in Comprehensive Design Zones (CDZ) 
and in public places and buildings. The hearing will start 
at 1:30 p.m. in the County Administration Building in Up¬ 
per Marlboro. 


OB-77, an ordinance concern¬ 
ing works of art in CDZ, pro¬ 
vides incentives to developers 
who allocate at least one percent 
of their construction costs for 
acquiring and maintaining 
works of art that will be “open 
and free available for the gener¬ 
al public.” Renovation projects of 
$100,000 are also included under 
the provisions of the ordinance. 
Construction cost, as defined in 
the ordinance, does not include 
costs of land acquisition, archi¬ 
tectural fees and furnishings. 

Developers who meet the cri¬ 
teria contained in the ordinance 
will receive an increased “den¬ 
sity and intensity” bonus for 
their project of up to 5% in 
dwelling units and 4% in floor 
area ratio. The ordinance covers 
the CDZ zones which include 
Major Activity Center, Local 
Activity Center, Employment 
and Industrial Area, Residential 
Urban, Residential Median and 
Residential Suburban. 

The County Council in 1970 
and 1976 adopted Comprehen¬ 
sive Design Zones which, accord¬ 
ing to a zoning and planning 
brochure, . , Toward Quality 
Development”, published by the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission, is 


“intended to expand diversity 
and choice, lessen public cost, 
improve aesthetic quality, and 
encourage the positive aspects 
of development.” 

According to Andre Gingles, 
the county executive's liaison 
to the county council, selection 
of the art work “is within the 
realm of the developer but sign 
off must be given by the Plan¬ 
ning Board's staff.” The art 
work also must meet the guide¬ 
lines within the legislation. 

CB-75 is an ordinance that 
proposes to require that every 
appropriation for a county build¬ 
ing (excluding recreation build¬ 
ings) be accompanied by an ad¬ 
ditional appropriation for works 
of art equal to at least one per¬ 
cent of the estimated construc¬ 
tion costs of the project as 
shown in the county's Capital 
Improvement Program. 

The ordinance stipulates that 
the “work of art” be readily 
accessible for view by the pub¬ 
lic and that “no decorative, or¬ 
namental, or functional elements 
of the architecture or the land¬ 
scape satisfies the definition of 
work of art, except when com¬ 
missioned from an artist as an 
integral aspect of the structure 
or site.”
